Refusal of the United States dis- 
trict court to grant an injunction to 
prevent the city from proceeding with 
condemnation of land for erection of 
the Central avenue viaduct, spurred 
members of city council Saturday to 
consideration of details which ‘will 
push the Central avenue and Pryor 
street improvements to completion at 
the earliest possible date. 

Ten of the 12 members of city 
council who cast votes against a pro- 
| posal by which the Georgia Power 
company would have contributed $400-, 
000 to assure adequate financing of 
the structures, Saturday were gnter- 
viewed with a view to ascertaining 
what plans are afoot for obtaining 
the additional funds needed. 

Inquiry showed that although none 
of the officials had formulated a 
plan for raising additional funds, the 


‘concensus of their opinion was that 


no steps should be taken for further 
financing until all bids on the work 
are received and it is determined 
whether more money will be needed. 

Award of the contract for depres- 
sion of tracks over which the struc- 
tures will be erected is expected to 
| be passed by couffcil at its meeting 
| November 7. Council passed it Thurs- 
day, but it was held up on notice 
of reconsideration. The Brooks-Call- 
away company, low bidders on this 
work, with a total of $208,000 for 
the job. 

In the meantime, Walter F. Shulz, 
of Memphis, consulting engineer, is 
preparing detailed drawings for the 
structures proper. They will be com- 
pleted about November 15, according 
to estimates. Contract for lowering

“It 
is worth noting that 1926 statistics 
showed all of these states to be above 
the average of 5.4 persons per motor 
vehicle for the entire United States.” 

Georgia's registrations for the pe- 
riod placed her in 24th position in the 
list of states. New York headed the 
list with 1,704,987; Pennsylvania had 
1,425,424: California 1,584,723; —ili- 
nois 1,366,060; Ohio 1,459,815,

clared the liner’s course had been 
altered when a white light was re- 
ported dead ahead and that a signal 
was given to show that the steamer's 
course had been changed. 

“For some unexplained reason the 
fishing schooner changed her course 
in a similar direction” the statement 
said, “and came across the bow of 
the Presidente Wilson which at that 
time was almost stopped, precautions 
having already been taken to slow 
er up.” 

The schooner sank in four minutes 
but not before efforts had- been made 
to lower two dories. One overturned. 

The three men—only survivors of 
the crew of fourteen were in this boat. 

_According to the story of the sur- 
vivors as reported by Medical Ex- 
aminer George B. McGrath, after he 
examined the men aboard the steam- 
ship on its arrival here, the schooner 
had come across the bow of the Pres- 
idente Wilson and was on the star- 
board tack when the steamship struck 
her amidships. The sharp prow 
ploughed through the frailer craft and 
she went down hefore the men could 
take to the boats. The three survivors 
were nicked up within a few minutes. 
The Presidente Wilson hunted for 
others but found only the two hodies. 
The crash occurred before daylicht 
shortly after 4 o'clock, According to 
the story hy the survivors, the 
schooner’s running lights were in good 
order hut a heavy fog cnt down 
visihility. 

The steamship remained at the scene 
for several hours but hone of res- 
cuing any others of the crew finally 
was abandoned and she headed for 
Boston where the three resened men 
were put ashore and sent to a hos- 
pital.

Hale and hearty despite his 80 
years, the white-haired darkey de- 
livered Saturday his traditional report 
to The Constitution on the doings of 
the state veterans in annual session. 
The meeting was held in Thomasville 
on last Tuesday and Wednesday. 

On immaculate note paper he had 
written the following words: 

“I’ve fixed up my mind to tell 
my friends about the old Confeder- 
ate reunion—of all the reunions I've 
attended, that laSt one capped the cli- 
max. We've never had a bigger time 
than those people at Thomasville 
showed us. 

“Those ladies and gentlemen down 
there showed a big interest in the Con- 
federate veterans. I sat in the rear of 
the meeting and thought how inter- 
ested they were, and how sad it looked 
to see those gray-haired gentlemen try- 
ing to get more pension money to 
make their last days here more com- 
fortable. 

“I want my white friends to know 
that this is Cicero talking for these 
gentlemen who are getting older and 
fewer. And I want my friends to re-

Finch was a young slave on @ 
Jackson county plantation when the

Strong support was given to General 
Motors and a few others, in the early 
trading, but the stocks dropped rapid- 
ly when the pressure against Steel 
common continued to drive prices 
down in all sections. General Motors 
rdllied near the close for a net gain 
of more than a point. 

The insurance shares, which had 
been strong all week until profit-tak- 
ing developed late yesterday, were 
pounded down, Rossia in particular

terday, but rallying in the final hour 
to 153 1-2. a net loss of 19.

New York, October 29.—Among the numerous and interesting en- 
tyies for C. C. Pyle’s irars-continental foot race from Los Angeles to 
New York is that of William Hartz, a 63-year-old English runner. 

Hartz ran 2 match race of 50 miles against a camel about a month 
ago, with neither contestant allowed a drink during the contest, and

easily defeated the beast. 
Another feat of Hartz, who for! 


years was a close friend of the great 
Al Shrubb, was to run 50 miles 
against two horses, which were raced 


alternately. The old Englishman won 
easily. 

Hartz is but one of 350 more or 
less well-known professional runners 
who already have entered for the 
transcontinental foot race which is 
scheduled to start March 3. As each 
of the entrants posts $25 to bind his 
appearance, Pyle’s most ambitious ath- 
letic dream begins to take form and 
substance. 

Pyle, in fact, is convinced that this 
transcontinental race is to be his 
magnus opus, his supreme contribu- 
tion to the world of professional sport, 


His ventures in pro football, pro ten- 
nis and promotion in other lines pale 
to insignificance beside the grandeur 
of this project. 

“Greatest Athletic Event.” 

“T believe now that it will be the 
greatest athletic event the world 
ever has known,” said the promoter. 

“From the way the entry blanks | 
are coming in, 1’m certain we will have 
1,000 starters.” 

The race will take 65 days, as the 
runners will be enroute only during 
daylight hours, from town to town 
eastward along U. 8S. Highway 
No. 66. 

With practically every well-known 
professional distance runner in the 
world entered, Pyle hints that a‘ num- 
ber of noted amateurs will discard 
their simon pure standing before the 
start in order to go after the Juscious 
prizes which await the successful 
runners. 

Among the entrants are Arthur F. 
H. Newton, of Cape Town, South 
Africa, who holds every world’s rec- 
ord from 30 to 100 miles: Martin 
Johanson, a Swede from Rockford, 
Ill., who has run 35 miles every week 
day and 60 miles each Sunday since 
last May in preparation for the 
event; Jean Linder, the French pedes- 
trian, who hiked from Paris to 
Straussburg in 78 hours; Willie 
Kolehmainen, the famous Finn; Wil- 
lie Reinbold, professional walking 
champion of the world; and a host of 
others, 

Numerous Entries 

To date, there have been 75 for- 
eign entries, 52 from Canada, 6 from 
Italy, 4 from England, 3 from Nova 
Scotia, and others from South Africa, 
Honolulu, New Zealand, Chile, Mexi- 
co, Switzerland and France. 

Thirty-two states already have 
resentatives entered among the 
American contenders who have 
in their $25, the sum which Pyle col- 
lects from each entrant. 

The promoter’s latest money-making 
scheme in connection with the affair 
is to develop a business boom in each 
town through which.the runners will 
pass. Needless to say, Pyle has it 
worked out so that he will collect 
from both producers and consumers. 

Not the least audacious feature of 
the enterprise is that Pyle now de- 
clares the transcontinental race is to 
become an annual affair. 

“It’s to be my big contribution to 
sport,” he said, with pride in advance.

James Figg, of England, was a noted 
“gentleman’s bully.” Figg hired him- 
self out to roystering young noble- 
men who went adventuring at uigh.

swords, at mauling and gouging and 
wrestling.

own rules. These were gory affairs.

To get an op- 
ponent “in chancery” a boxer got his 
rival's head gripped firmly under one 
arm and pounded at hig face with the 
other fist. 
“In Chancery.” 

The man “in chancery,” being en- 
tirely helpless and unable to escape, 
was hammered until he became uncon- 
scious, and usually was badly muti- 
lated in the process. This fighting 
was all with bare knuckles, hardened 
in brine. It is on record that Gen- 


tleman Jackson, champion of England. 


and a tremendously powerful big man 
scmewhat like Jim. Jeffries in build, 
once gripped an opopnent by the hair 
with his left hand and hammered bim 
into unconsciousness with the right. 
Even when the man was helpless Gen- 
tleman Jackson still held him up from 
the ground and kept on hitting, be- 
ing allowed under the rules te bit as 
long as his man was not “down.” 
The opponent in this case was nearly 
killed, and there -vags some discus- 
sion, afterward, over the ethics of 
holding an opponent by the hair, al- 
though there was no rule against it. 
All this wrestling was cut out of 
boxing in later days and boxing and 
wrestling became entirely separate 
sports. Wrestling developed under its 
own rules and in a small way rivals 
boxing as an entertainment—but only 
in a small way. ‘The biggest wres- 
tling gate recorded was at the Hack- 
enschmidt-Gotech match in Chicago— 
$104,000—and the talk of “framing” 
that followed the match and scores of 
other prearranged affaus 
wrestling back out of the class of 
competitive sports. Usually wrestling 
today is regarded as an interesting 
and amusing athletic entertainment— 
net an on-the-level contest. In fact, 
one state boxing commission has so 
ruled. The California commisisoners 
decline to be interested in whether 
wrestling bouts are real contests or 
just interesting exhibitions. 
Naturally wrestlers and wrestling 


| promoters would like to do something 


about it—to bring wrestling back as 

a favored sport and cut into some 

of that big money paid for boxing. 
Wrestlers Challenge Pugs. 

-For several years wrestling cham- 
pions have been busy challenging 
boxers to meet them on the pad, using 
gloved rists against the grappling 
holds, in bouts’ intended to settle 
whether boxing or wrestling is the 
more effefive fighting art. 

Such contests can’t be pulled off 
anywhere in the country under mod- 
ern laws governing boxing and as- 
sault and battery. So the test never 
will be made, at least in publie. Still 
it has furnished a lot of discussion. 

‘Georges Hackenschmidt once of- 
fered to meet Gunner Moir, boxing 
champion of England, in a mixed 
match. Moir was also a_ wrestler, 
but Hack could have beaten him 
easily. The Gunner didn’t have much 
of a punch, his muscles being tied 
up by years of wrestling. No wrestler 
ever became an effective boxer. Hack 
fries, but gave it up after a private 
trial with the gloves. He was one 
of the strongest men in the wold, 
but his muscles were developed for 
pulling, not for hitting. 

Wrestlers’ Argument. 

_I doubt that any wrestler that ever 
lived could have beaten Jim Jeffries 
in a mixed match. Jeffries was a 
first-class buxer with a tremendous 
punch, and fully the equal of any 
wrestler in strength. 

The wrestler’s argument is that a 
grappler might have to take some 
punishment from a ge but that 
eventually he'd be able to come to 
grips, when the boxer would be help- 
less and an easy victim of the wres- 
tling holds. I’m inciined to think this 
would work out except against a 
very fast boxer with a great punch, 
who would move to keep clear rnd 
play fot a knockout. 

Gene Tunney showed at Chicago 
what can be done with wrestling 
methods. even without going’ to the 
floor. He gripped Dempsey’s arms 
and wrestled all through the fight— 
as can be seen clearly in the moving 
pictures—and while Tunney was hold- 
ing Dempsey could only tug and pull 
to get one arm loose to hit with. His 
superior hitting was offset except in 
the seventh round by Tunney’s wres- 
tling. There’s no chance to box with 
both arms gripped and held tight. 

The Smart Mr. Tunney. 

I doubt that any of the heavy- 
footed wrestlers could do much with 
Tunney. Gene is too smart to be 
peaught, and is strong enough and suf- 
ficiently skilled in wrestling tricks to 
ge: away as long as he could keep 
his legs free. A Sullivan, Fitzsim- 
mons, Jeffries, Willard or Dempses 
would knock any wrestler out. Wres- 
tlers are notoriously unable to take 
punches on the chin. Their trade 
gives them a stiff neek that won't

says the weekly. 

“Intercollegiate football, with- 
in bounds,’ jt asserts, “is wholly 
desirable as it gives filip to the 
sport and something to work for 
by the undergraduate body. Com- 
petent coaching for the teams so 
that as individuals they know how 
to play and as teams what plays 
to attempt under the varying con- 
en of a hard game is essen- 
tial. 

“It would seem that these 
things could be secured without 
paying the coach and his staff of 
assistants, just as readily as pay- 
ing them. We are fer a complete 
reversal of practice in this regard, 
and for a careful consideration of 
the question whether this cannot 
be done now, when a new ar- 
rangement to begin next year is 
open to us.... 

“Football is a college game and 
for the benefit of the undergradu- 
ates. It is not an advertisement 
for the university, which has other 
and more serious business to at- 
tend to. To be of the greatest 
benefit to the undergraduates it 
should be largely in their own 
hands.”

NEW RULES 


New Orleans, T.a., Wectober 
With three new rulings bringing avout 
radical changes in race track proced- 
ure, the winter meeting which will 
open the fair grounds season here on 
January 2 is the center of present 
turf discussion. The new features 
whose effect on the competition of 
thoroughbreds will be tested here by 
the Louisiana Jockey club are: 

No apprentice rider will be allowed 
to use a whip in any race at the fair 
grounds. 

Any handicap race carded in the 
condition book will be run as carded, 
even if there is only one entrant and 
the “race” consequently becomes a 
walk-over in which a single horse is 
sent to the barrier, started, and cov- 
ers the distance of the race without 
competition. 

No claiming races for horses four- 
year-old and upwards will be at less 
than a_ mile. Claiming races for 


shorter distances will be for three- | 


year-olds exclusively. 

' Approval of the course of the Louis- 
iana Jockey club in promulgating the 
two last quoted rules has been prac- 
tically unanimous throughout the turf 
world. The one referring to claim- 
ing races was adopted in the hope th: t 
it would discourage the owners of the 
cheaper class of horses from inundat- 
ing the winter meeting, to which the 
club's new policy of “no purse less 
than $1,200” had drawn them in: the 
past, 

The rule permitting walk-overs may 
prove costly to the Louisiana Jockey 
club’s financial interest in the famous 
New Orleans winter meetings, for in a 
race where only one horse is “com- 
peting’”’ there is no betting pool; nor is 
there any rabid public interest. But 
it was adopted as a measure of jus- 
tice to owners and trainers who point 
a good performer for a handicap only 
to have the race called off for lack 
of competition.

SED FOR BROADCASTS 


Much of the old music and national 
airs that are played during the Strom- 
berg-Carlson hour is provided by an 


extensive library which has been col- . 


lected over a long period of years. 
This library was originally owned by 


\-Ernest Mouland, who before his death: 


was a conductor and riolinist of re- 
newn, 

It is now possessed by Henry Burr, 
Inc.. with whom Rosario Bourdon, 
conductor of the Stromberg-Carlson 
orchestra, is associated. The extent 
and yalue of this collection, selec- 
tiens of which are heard nearly every 
Tuesday evening through the medium 
of the Stromberg-Carlson hour, is 
readily understood, inasmuch as its 
two thousand selections embrace mar 
original editions, some of which were 
made from copper plate engravin=s 
long before the time of copyrights. 

There are single hooks which are 
valued at more than five hundred dol- 
lars apiece, one of which contains a 
collection of the national airs of ev- 
ery known country, race and tribe, 
Many of these airs were transcribed 
only from the humming of the people 
who remembered them. Many of the 
selections are of practically unheard- 
of tribes, 

No matter what is desired—a Cher- 
okee Indian song, the national air 
of the almost unknown island of 
Fugo. a Siberian convict chant, or an 
tribal song—all are avail- 
able for use in the preparation of the 
Stromberg-Carlson hour, heard over 
the Blue chain each Tuesday eve- 
ning.

‘: SHERLOCK HOLMES CRIME PUZZLES GOTHAM 'S 


Of Dentist’s Sudden Wealth 


BY SAM LOVE, 

New York, October 29.—(United 
News.)—The curtain has rolled up on 
Act 2 of the murder of Dr. Jacob 
Gross, the Columbus avenue dentist. 


| exposing the ghost of an old love af- 


fair and mysterious sudden death. 

At work on a mystery that would 
delight Sherlock Holmes, the best men 
of the homicide squad stumbled today 
upon some court of special sessions 
records dated February 8, 1922. They 
disclosed that Justices K-dwards, 
Morse and Healy on that date dis- 
nissed a charge against Dr. Gross of 
being the father of a child born to a 
young woman living on West Sixty- 
third.street not far from the shabby 
dental office where he was murdered. 

Other detectives found that the 
dentist, four yearS ago a poor postal 
clerk, had amassed a fortune esti- 
mated at $100,000. Thev found he had 
deposited ‘from $200 to $300 a day in 
the Columbus Circle branch of the 
Manufactugers’ Trust company. Thev | 
found an interest in two pieces of 
Bronx real estate and $50,000 in first- 
mortgage bonds. They found that in 
the ten days preceding his death he 
had put to his account $2,200 in 
cash, 

But they had not discovered where 
the money came from. 

Dr. Gross, 40 vears old, round-faced. 
cherubie and addicted to pince-nez 
glasses, was murdered about 11 a. m. 
in the manner of the best Broadway 
thrillers. Apparently he was bending 
over a patient in the dental chair 
when he was shot through the heart. 

The story of the murder, as pieced 
together from all available evidence, 
follows: 

The scene is the shabby dental of- 
fice. There is the familiar chair with 
the small cabinet and sliding tray 
at its side. Light streams through a 


| window, across the body of the chubby 


dentist, slumped against a gilt radi 
tor, his white coat stained with his 
blood. 

The dentist sprawls face upwards 
in the attitude of instant death, for 
the bullet has also penetrated his 
spine, In his left hand he holds a 
small dental mirror. His right hand 
still clutches a dental probe. 

A man opens the door and enters, 
He is Timothy W. Healy, an elece 
trician, whose offices are just across 
the hall. He carries a towel he has 
found upon the floor of the hallway, 
It is such towel as Dr. Gross tuck- 
ed about his patients, and it is mark 
ed where the dentist wiped the probe 
upon it. 

The corner policeman and then the 
homicide squad arrive. They find a 
cap flung upon a bookcase as though 
tossed there by a paient. They find @ 
bows chart. upon the sliding tray.

He has come, he says, to close 
an agreement with Dr. Gross for @ 
$50,000 life insurance policy to re 
place the $25,000 policr—with a dou- 
ble indemnity in case of violent death 
—already held by the dentist. 

Faced with those immediate puz 
zlers the police soon found matters 
to be even more complicated. 

The cap proved a worthless clue 
because Max Morgenstern, Delancy 
street store-keeper, said he had sold 
many of them during the past two 
weeks at $2 each and kept no record 
of purchasers.

apache might murder his Frou-Frou.

double-crossing him. He trailed her 
along the path to a divorce court, 
chased her behind a bush ‘in a park, 
pressed a revolver against her abdo- 
men and fired a single shot. 

That shot rang down the cur- 

tain upon an American tragedy, 
created by Volstead, that holds 
within it all the elements of all 
the drama that men and wom- 
en have ever laughed or cried 
or thrilled over.

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“Grandma” Allen Tells of Battle of Jonesboro | 


RAPHIC details of incidents 
happening in. Jonesboro 
when a battle was fought in 
that place August 31, 1863, 
between a detachment of 
southern forces and a large 

group of Federal soldiers are told by 
Mrs. Fannie Allen, 508 East Point 
avenue, who was living in Jonesboro 
during the battle. Mrs. Allen is 
known, as “Grandma” to all her 
friends and although very old, she 
keeps right up with all modern af- 
fairs. 

In her reminiscences told to Miss 
Madge McConnell, 508 East Point 
avenue, She tells of how she and her 
children escaped the shells of the two 
armies and speaks interestingly of the 
way the slaves stuck to the women 
and children during the war. 


The Battle of Jonesboro’ was 
fought on a hot day in August, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Allen, who was liv- 
ing in a house which was _ located 
directly between the opposing forces. 
In describing the battle to Miss Mc- 
Connell, Mrs. Allen said: 

“At that time I was a widow, my 
husband, B. M. Travis, having died 
from exposure during an_ earlier 
period of the war. My three little 
children and [| were living with my 
mother, Mrs. Martha McLeroy, also 
a widow. Her home was situated on 
the road from Fairburn to Jonesboro. 
The Federal lines of defense were on 
one side of our home and the Confed- 
erate army on the other. They warn- 
ed us three times to leave before they 
started firing. My voungest child, 
that day one year old, was quite ill, 
in fact we were expecting her to die 
at any time, so we hesitated about 
takine her out in the hot summer sun. 
But after the third order given us to 
leave, I took my baby on a pillow, 
and together with two other children, 
mv mother, my young brother and 
sister, also the slave women and 
their children, left our home, crept 
along through the woods, expecting 
to be killed any moment, as the shells 
were tearing out the tops of trees

above us. O, I’ll tell you, child, 
there was praying then, they were 
earnest prayers, too. The negro wom- 
en as well as mother and | were pray- 
ing as we never prayed before, ask- 
ing God to save us. We had barely 
left home when a shell struck the 
house and went right through it and 
tearing as it went. It went right by 
the bed where my sick baby had lain 
just a short while before.

“About two miles from mother’s 
home we came to Mr. Sherwood 
Gay’s house over on the Fayetteville 
road, here we stopped, for we. felt 


that we were out of the drift of the 
lines for a few days at least. The 
next day my mother took my little 
brother and the negro women and 
went back home, but my sister, my 
children and | stayed until my baby 
was better. 


“When mother arrived home the 
Federal officers had taken her house 
as headquarters, but she being a fear- 
less woman, went right in and de- 
manded they give up her home; they 
were indeed very kind to her, surren- 
dered possession of all but one room 
in which they slept. 

“Those were the 


most serious 


times I have ever known, but then 
thefe were some real funny incidents 
that happened along then. Mother 
had one slave, Old Man Henry, we 
called him, who would not leave 
mother for a minute. His fright was 
positively comical. He kept saving, 
“Oh, Mis’ Marfa, please don’t let 
them Yanks git me; Mis’ Marfa, I'll 
always be good if you’ll jes’ keep 
them Yanks back and not let ’em git 
me.’ Of course we did not laugh 
much right then, but it was an ex- 
tremely laughable matter when we 
thought of it afterward, a great husky 
man following at her heels as though 
he had been a small dog, begging her 
for protection. The slaves were all 
good and faithful. Why, lots of them 
wanted to stay and work as thev had 
before even after they knew they 
were free. 
* ok ok * 

“Just a few days before there had 
been a brood of chickens hatched 
off, fifteen of them, and what do vou 
think? Fourteen of them were pul- 
lets and the fifteenth a rooster. They 
were all that were left of the hun- 
dreds we had before. 

“Another occurrence that seemed 
like providence, was that just about 
a week after the armies had passed 
on, two of our milk cows came up 
from the river bottoms, these being 
all of an immensely large herd that 
was left us. 

‘All Federal soldiers I came in 
direct contact with were just as nice 
as Our own southern boys. 

“There was a young Federal sol- 
dier guarding Mr. Gay’s home and 
when I started to leave there he of- 
fered his services to guard me home, 
for there were the dregs of both 
armies wandering around. A brother 
could not have been nicer than he. 
I’ll never forget his kind thoughtful- 
ness, and if he is living I surely would 
like to see him and thank him per- 
sonally, for had it not been for his 
kind protection I probably would not 
have been living to tell my story to- 
day.”

As some one 
has said, if Christ became man, it is 
necessary.to know what kind of a man 
He became; and the emphasis upon 
Jesus as a man, which began with 
Renan, has been rich in gains both to 
faith and life.

sisted the temptation. 
if He was omniscient, then it need- 

ed no courage to face the cross. If 

He did not assume a real humanity, 

then what He did not assume He did 

not redeem. We must start from the 

fact that He was very man, if ever 

we are to learn that the very God 

dwelt in Him. Besides, the Jesus of 

history is one who can be known as 

a real man, living a real human life, 

touched with our weariness and grey 

with the dust of the old-worn human 

way. When we sit down to the gos- 

pel narratives, and study them, and 

dye our minds in their color, we know 

that we are dealing with reality, and 

that reality, so rich and warm and 

winsome becomes the basis of a faith 

that is real.”

Jesus Was Truly Divine. 


There is the approach to the divine 
through the human. 

St. Paul and the church after him 
started with the Christ who came from 
the divine realm and worked their 

way back to the human Jesus. But 
the, first disciples came to the concep- 
tion of the divinity of Jesus from His 
matchless humanity breaking forth 
into the confession, “Thou art the 
Christ of God.” 

Our own age is repeating the 
method of the first disciples. We ar- 
rive at His divinity through His per- 
fect humanity. 

We can conceive of nothing more 
Godlike than perfect love, and more 
divine than perfect goodness. We 
know that God dwells within Jesus 
Christ in Such an extraordinary meas- 
ure that He is in a sense different from 
all others, the divine man. 

At the same time Jesus was not 
conscious of a dual personality half- 
human and half-divine, He was God 
manifest in the flesh. 

The old interpretation of Jesus is 
untenable that made of Him a depart- 
mental being, now acting as God and 
now acting as man, now with the 
knowledge which belonged to God 
and now with the limitation that be- 
longed to man. 

Such a conception is bad theology 


and impossible psychology. 

There is the approach to Jesus as 
divine through experience. The 
divinity of Jesus was not first of all 
a doctrine, but first of all an experi- 
ence. He became the radiance, and 
glory of the early disciple. The ob- 
ject of their faith was not in abstract 
opinions but in the personality and 
life of Jesus Christ.

IGHT up to the moment 

1 when the opera commenced 

| felt as though I were walk- 

ing on air, at least three 

inches above the ground, 

and that day I began to 

make up at five o’clock in the after- 

noon. I had a difficult task to make 

myself look like a respectable Stolnik. 

I put on a false nose, moustaches, 

and eyebrows, and painted my face 

to make it look old, attaining a fairly 

Satisfactory result. The great prob- 

lem, however, was how to do away 

with my meagerness. I put on a con- 

trivance to make myself look stouter, 

but the effect was terrible—my body 

looked as though | were suffering 

from dropsy, and my arms and legs 

looked like matchsticks. It was 
enough to make anyone cry! 

I felt inclined to slip away from 
the theater without saying a word to 
anyone, and make off to Kazan once 
more. 

I recollected how I had been chas- 
ed off the stage in the Panaevsky 
Gardens, and felt sure that my debut 
here would end similarly. But it was 
too late to run away. At that mo- 
ment someone came up behind me, 
clapped me on the back, and said in 
friendly tones: 

‘‘There’s nothing to be afraid of! 
Put a bright face on it all! Every- 
thing will go off splendidly!” 

| looked around. The speaker was 
Semenoff-Samarsky, dressed for his 
part of Yanush. Taking heart, | went 
on the stage, on each side of which 
were arranged a table and tw» arm- 
chairs.

With 
my eyes fixed on the conductor, I 
sang on, and endeavored to produce 
a few gestures. I had observed that 
the soloists waved their arms about 
and in general did not stand stock- 
still. My arms, however, appeared 
to have become unbelievably heavy, 
and capable of movement only from 
wrist to elbow. I stretched them out 
at my sides, and alternately placed 
first cne and then the other on my 
storatch. Luckily my voice did not 
feil me. When | had concluded my 
song applause broke out. I was 
astonished, and thought it must be in- 
tended for someone else, but the con- 
ductor said: ‘‘Bow, you idiot! Bow!” 


Praised By Conductor. 


I then began to bow zealously in 
all directions, and as I did so, walked 
backwards towards my chair. One 
of the members of the chorus Sak- 
haroff, who had a small business as a 
manufacturer of rubber stamps, and 
who was very free in his manners 
when on the stage, for some reason 
moved my chair to one side while | 
was singing. 1, of course,,sat down 
on the floor, and my feet went up in 
the air most idiotically. Thunderous 
laughter rang through the _ theater, 
and the applause again burst forth. 
I was overwhelmed with confusion, 
but got up, put the chair back in :ts 
place and sat down on it, firmly this 
time. I sat there and my tears ran 
down my cheeks, washing off my 
makeup. I was vexed at my own 
clumsiness, and also at the audience, 
which applauded both my singing and 
my tumble with equal zest. During 
the entr’acte everyone did his best to 
comfort me, but without effect, and I 
sang through the rest of the opera 
mechanically, without enthusiasm 
convinced that I had no gift for the 
Stage.

When the opera was over, how- 
ever, Semenoff-Samarsky said a few 
flattering words to me, but forbore 
any mention of my clumsy mishap; 
and this somewhat tranquilized me. 
“Galka”. was staged three times in 
all. I sang Stolnik’s role with suc- 
cess, and the next time I retired back- 
wards I took care to feel for my chair 
with my hands. 

After that I was entrusted with the 
part of Fernando in ‘‘Trovatore’”’ and 
Semenoff-Samarsky gave me an ex- 
tra five roubles a month. I refused 
the addition to my salary, saying: 

“The fact of acting is sufficient re- 
ward to me for my work.” 

However, he pressed me to take the 
money, assuring me that I should 
find some use for it. 

I sang with more self-confidence in 
“‘Trovatore”’ and even began to be- 
lieve that perhaps I was no worse 
than other members of the chorus; I 
walked the boards with as much as- 
Surance as they did. 

The Caucasian, Penaeff, was a 
very good friend to me. He lived 
with a very jealous quarrelsome lady, 
and although generally good-natured 
was quick tempered. There were 
scenes between them almost every 
day, and about once a week they 
used to separate and remove to dif- 
ferent lodgings, only to become 
reconciled within a few days. On 
each occasion I had to help them to 
remove and return; dragging trunks, 
hatboxes, etc., from one apartment 
to another. I did this willingly be- 
cause I was fond of Panaeff. 

After one of his reconciliations 
with his mistress, Penaeff celebrated 
the occasion by giving me an over- 
coat. It was rather short for me, but 
buttoned well around me, as the own- 
er was considerabby stouter than I. 

Shortly afterwards, however, a 
Street row occurred, in which | took 
part to the best of my powers. In the 
Struggle all the lining and wadding 
was torn out of one of the sleeves, 
so to have them both alike I tore 
the lining from the other sleeve, and 
wore the overcoat slung over my 
Shoulders like a cape, buttoning only 
the top button. I looked like a scare- 
crow.

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HE centennial of the lucifer 
match was celebrated early 
last spring and a monument to 
its inventor, John Walker, 
[sie was unveiled at Stockton- 
on-Tees, in England, where he resided. 

The friction match has been called 
the most valuable single invention of 
modern times. 

Walker was a chemist. He sold the 
first box of lucifers April 6, 1827, for 
one shilling and twopence. His 


matches gained instant popularity, and, 


people came long distances to bay 
them. In each box was a_ folded 
piece of sandpaper, through which the 
lucifer was drawn to ignite it. 

Soon the demand was so great that 
the poor of the town were employed 
to split wood for the requisite splints, 
all of which were dipped by the in- 
ventor himself in melted sulphur, and 
then in a mixture of potassium chlo- 
rate, sulphide of antimony and gum 
water. 

He refused to patent his invention,

Even at the present time the black 
pigmies of the Andamans, in the 
Bay of Bengal, obtain occasional 
fresh supplies of fire from an active 
volcano on one of the islands of 
that group. But wherever there are 
forests there is lightning to set them 
on fire from time to time. It has been 
estimated that 60 per cent of the for- 
est fires in the United States are started 
by lightning. 

One of our government 
who recently visited Liberia made ac- 
guaintance there with a native tribe 
called the Golas, who rely entirely 
upon lightning for their fires. Electric 
storms are very frequent in that re- 
gion, and when fire follows a lightning 
stroke, the Golas hasten to procure 
a light from it and, putting out all the 
fires in the village, kindle them again 
with the new fire.

Christ was born. Consequently it is 
only within such an experience that it 
can be understood. To the end of 
time the doctrine of the incarnation 
of God in Christ Jesus will remain a 
stumbling block and a stone of offense 
in the mind of the rationalist who 
knows nothing of the reality of per- 
sonal faith in Christ. The New Testa- 
ment doctrine of the person of Ciuist 
would have been unthinkable to the 
writers of the New Testament t/iem- 
selves apart from the experieme of 
Christ Himself.” 

The primary characteristic ot the 
divinity of Jesus is perfect goodness. 

It is not absolute power, it is not 
absolute knowledge Ve do not re- 
yard knowledge, even though it 
reached oniniscience, separated from 
character as divine. 

*‘He that hath seen Me, hath seen 
the Father.’”’ So we find the pertect 
goodness and redeeming love of God 
incarnate in Christ. 

The old mistaken conception of 
divinity proceeded on the assumption 
that God and man were essentially 
unlike. But this is a departure from 
the old scripture that ‘God made man 
in His own imagine.” 

God and good are etymologically 
the same. The goodness of man is 
a mark of divinity, but not a perfect 
manifestation of divinity, because it 
is not perfect goodness. 

Emerson has said, “a group of 
water has the properties of the sea, 
but cannot exhibit a storm.” 

So we all are partakers of the di- 
vine nature, but not in the same meas- 
ure that Jesus was. 

“No mortal can. with Him compare, 

Among the sons of men.” 

Yet the God who was in Jesu® is 
the same God who ts in us. You .an- 
not have one God and two kinds of 
divinity. It is the same indwetlng 
deity in Jesus Christ as in man, but itn 
what different measure. God was in 
complete and not partial possession of 
Jesus Christ and this is what we mean 
by the divinity of Jesus. The perfect 
goodness of Christ is the primary 
mark of His divinity. 

The highest saints have never laid 
claim to the perfect goodness of 
Christ. 

With Jesus there was no remorse 
over any omitted duty, no expression 
of regret, no cry of penitence, no con- 
fession of any wrong, no prayer for 
personal forgiveness, no intimation 
that He even wished that He’d made 
a different choice or acted differently, 
no suggestion that His conscience ever 
rebuked Him.

THE NEW WU. S. STAMPS. 

The Lindbergh air mail stamp 
came ou: in July, 1927. It appeared 
first in St. Louis on the occasion of 
‘ye Lindbergh celebration there; also 
at the Philatelic Agency run by the 
government in Wasnington, D. C., 
and in Lindbergh’s home town, Lit- 
tle Falls, Minn. 

At Washington, Postmaster Gen- 
eral New presented a copy of this 
stamp to Lindbergh and one to his 
mother. The color of the stamp is 
deep blue. 

The two long-promised commemori- 
tives appeared in August. Both were 
earmine’ in color. The smaller of 
the two, about the size of our reg- 
ular two-ceft stamps, depicts a col- 
lunia’ soldier holding his gun by the 
barrel while the butt rests cgainst 
the ground. At the top of the stamp 
it says “Vermont Sesquicentennial,” 
with “U. S. Postage” in a curve be- 
low.
